A stanch supporter of the Dwyer
nags made s small bet at ovens that one of the
brothers would run first or second io one or both
of the two big bandicape. As they have Eingaton,
Eaceland, Princs Royal, Eon, Potomap and Bolero
iz the Brooklyn and all these save Bolero in the
Buburban their friend stands a good ohence of
pleking up the money. When the weights are made
publip it is more than iikely that many wagers wiil
be mado nbout town,

In the notics of Poolseller Frank R W's

tries have paid bigher prices for stallions than we
have and yet remarkables to state & comParisen
shows racing bas proved mors successful in this
land than in any conntry on the faos of the earth,
o like period of time since its inception taken into
conslderation. This fagt can only be sttributed
to the quality of native American bresda of wares,
rs English stalilons have proved successon hers,
that hreeders of other conntries would not allow to
bave stalling reoom in their estallishmente, lot
alone way the eppenres nocessary 1o importing
ssme. Thoesa hovses have fortunately struck the
right kind of mares apd thus made their way to
fams, the breeder In his effort to boom his stallion
svidantly feigning forgstfulness as to the merits of
the dam of the performer. Whils Engtlsh bhorses
Lave in many instaposs proved groal Euccasses,
others from the same land have beoen egual
fajlures, and s résumé of the racing guidaes, after
all, bears out the statement of the noted Nelson
Dudley that o foreign race horse might provea
suocessful stallion here, but a great Amerivan race
horsa wae certain to sire phenomenal performers.
On his judgment, passad after years of observa-
tivn, the jate Robert Aloxsnder Bonght Lexington,
who standr alone in American thoroughbred his-
tory, having only ons counterpart, Hamblstonian,
among trotting sires.

Captain Bam Brown, who refired from the turf
st the close of the racing season last year, has come
back again. It will be remembersd that the Captain
dispossd of his champion In and onters st public
aunaotion, retaining only Benorita. This good mare
and. the followlng two-year-olds, now st Morris

1o that pool the
latter brought $4.500, while the former anly sold
for $15,  The late Hobert Catheart wes the aue-
tloneer on thie occaslon.

Tmp. Bt. Bluise, Fiadlesticks, imp. The 111 Used
and Mignetizar, the stallions of the Nursery Stud
in Eentucky, will not be atlowed to do atud service
by the lute Mr. Aumist Belijont's heirs outside of
the Mursery establishment, The demand for the
services of the formeris very great, applications
com in eveo from as far a point West ax Callfor-
uln. The 11i Used, howevsr, is getiing advanoced in
yoars, and bis services cannot now be too meverely
taxed, while nelther Fiddlestioks nor H.&noﬂn: is
in miech favor with the ma ment of this great
stud. This therslors leaves Potomuns's sire to do
tha bulk of the senson's work at the Nursery;
bence his withdrawal as well as the other horses
owned by thess gentlemen from the list of stail-
lons uah{’;m the patrounge of the bresding publie.
The iate Mr. Belmont had intended Prince Royal
to be ong of his stallions when the good horse's
racing career wae sndsd, but his death of course
foreed that performer on the markat with the otlier
bis great raving stable.

There were many peouliarities abous the deceasad
banker which, of courss, would not have besn in

daoe to pubiish when he was alive, but now ¢s tha
gorou of their offence {s speut by his death 1t may
bae of interest to note s fow of the same. Ho was,
of courss, 8 man of dollers and cents, and it was
&= hard to atrike o trade with him fur five dollars
as it was for five thousand. When he was stauding
4. Blaise, 0 that borsa’'s arrival in Amerioa, for
£450 a friond wrote him anking for a complimentary
sekson to that horse. 1o reply Mr. Belmont said
be had announced his horse's price and hs would
be compelled th oxaot the money for Lis servievs.
If the same man had watted a favor—in other
words, a lonn for Lhe sum pamed—on acconunt of
friendship the d 1 banker would probably
have nocommodated him without securily, ss he
d1d hundreds of others in his time; butto charge
One man to bread & mare to Lis stallion and
another one uothing did not comform to his ides
of business affnirs.

Though frequently plaoing bets on other people's
borees* Mr, Belmont wonld never do so until sstis-
fled by the horec's owner that tholatter Liad placed
all his own monsy. Inthe raos now known as the
Excelslor Blakes at Saratoga some years ago Mr.
Belmont sfarted o good filly called Finesse, and
with the sddition of Hamburg and Chillleothe the
suee promised to be o gredt one. A then unkuown
jorea by the nams of Frogtown wes alao & proba-
ble starter, nnd o few days befors the race ha ran
s Tast mile, up to that date the bent work ever done
A Haratoge.  The people who countrolled the horss
thought they alone wore aware of his startliog
xork. but Mr, Belmont's trainer, Jacob Pinous, saw
the mare and noted the time. The day before the
racé Mr. Balmont went to him to canvass the aitu-
stion apd Piocus ftold him Finessa had a
good chancs to beat Hamburg snd Chilliccthe,
put “not the unknown Wostorn whirlwind: he will
walk Bome.' Mr. Belmont seemed surprised, but
wmid nothing, and that night sirolled into the pool
robm us ho was wont to do, but it was to be noticed
that he seemed mora interested in the entries to
the races than usual, The first }JUDI on tho staks
in question was suob suld, and in an 1,800 ticket
Frogtown brought 35, The plungers were divided
as to fuvorites and the betting waxed hot, pool
after pool, amouvting into the thousands, being
knocked down, but each time Frogtown, who
always sold Jast of sll, was reached no one seemeil
intoraptad in him save s wiry, shrewd looking Ken-
tuekinn who quietiy bought every pool. Finally
the Iatter turned 1o go away and Mr. Belmont ne-
cokted Lim, nt the sams time Inguiring it he had

‘bought ail flie pools he winted, An snewer in the

afirmative brought out the ramark from Mr. Bel-
mont that Jacob hiud told him that the colt would
win, and from that on every ¥rogtown pool fell to
tha banker's bid.

The race was run tha naxt day in spite of » hard
rain which nearly precipilated a Ioll‘ponemant,
but Frogtowniproved that he liked ths mud ms
well 48 a Ary track by leading from start to finish,
wnd winning as he pleased. 1t ls probable that Mr,
Deltnont won moroe outsida monsy on this race
lhun on any one horss he ever owned, snd with the
pilt's Kentdoky owner thev literally divided ths
pool box. Froglown aflerward once held the rec-
ori for both a mile and thres-quariers and n wile
end & quarter, aud later, in the atnud, sired Asceola,
Mamie Hunt and other good parformoers. Ha was
sue of the first horses to call attention to Bonnfe
Saotland’s merits ks A stellion, and was the cunss
»f that sire’s transportation to Helle Meade stud,
mhere Yoirs after ho died with the prestige of hav-
ﬂlg‘l}ow ona of the most wonderful sires of his

me.

Rome of the imvportations of thoroughbred stal-
ilons to this country were ssoured al a bargain
and later on proved greal suscesned, Jordau,
Tranby and Sarpodon, in ths old days, and Prince
Charile, speculator, Bonnie Scotland, Glen Athol,
Billat, King Bau and Phaoton, in recant years, be-
ing notable examples, The snocess, however, of
Diomed, Glencos, Leamington, Rayon d'Or, Bt
Blalse and other fancy priced horsos goes to prove
that a brosder takes littlo risk when he buys agood
Lords, while 4 cheap one i slwiys a soures of great

ORATORY FOR THE PRESS CLUB.

DANIEL DOUGHERIY DELIGHTS A LARGE AU-
DIENCE AT THE EROADWAY THE'TRE

Danfel Dougherty gave a leoture last night in the
Broadway Theatre on "“Oratory' for the bonsfit of
the New York Freas Club, And every one of the
audience, which comfortably filled the theaire,
went away foeling that they had experienced a rare
intelloctual treat.

In opening his address the speaker defined an
orator as & man who cun persuade an audisncs to
immediate action. He added that thers was some-
thing noble In monlding an sudience to a line of
thought,

“There are many splendid speakers in the United
Btates,” sald Mr. Dooghberty, “but we cap count our
orators on our fingers, and England, all toid, can
boast of only four, parhaps. Every spsech in-
tended to persuade should be bullt op sonnd com-
mon senss, expressad in a style almple and chaste,

“Demosthenes, when asked what au orator should
have, replied, ‘Action, sction.' Lord Lytton said,
‘Aetive, active,” in describing what he thought an
orator should be.

“How is it s0 many verdicts ara won in our
courts? Tho widow at the grave of her busband,
the suffering child, touch svery heart, and thersin
lie the elements of trie oratory, Onpcs I saw a man
being tried ia court who was ssked if be had any-
thinT to &4y, He arvse, and thess words fmrly
burst from his lips:—*¥You ean conviet me If you
will, but'—with » mighty gasp—'1 tell you I am
innocent.’ He wus acquitted. That was natuoral
oratory.” Mr. Dougherty then told how he firat
struggled to get = place among the “and others'
who Epoke at political meetings in Fonnaylvania
when he was » young man, and how when the
chance finally esnce he mado his effort a sucoesa.
Onoce he sald be bad copmitied a speech to memory,
and formattinig his linom he made bolieve to faint
lwayk rather than lose his reputation as s ready
spealer.

After giving {mitations of the manner and volce
employed by sevaral wall known speskers in the
Houss of Lords Mr, Dougherty {Iudd hia respects
to certaln ministers who choose for thalr ame
cortain topios of the day. “This class of minis-
ters,” said (ke speaker, ‘‘are atriving after sensa-
tion and ao take the latest murder, the last movel,
an slopement, the Foroe bill or & trip to Jerusalem
for their topic and then dizguss it in a way that i
unworthy of their ealling. To me it seems to
be o shameful sacrilege.”

In elosiog Mr. Dougherty paid a irlbute to the
power of the press, and ssid thst this mighty
organ of civilization had usurped the power of tha
orator for'all time, The pross speaks to millions
as agilpnst thé orator's thousands.

Thera was frequent applause thronghout the dis-
ecourss, The Press Club was benefited npearly
$£1,000 by the entertainmant.

THEE MBRCHANT TAILORS' BOCIETY 70 SELL

OLAIMS AGAINST DELINQUENTS,

Thoe members of the Merobant Tallors® Soclaty of
the olfy of New York have decided upon a bold
schome to collect the past due accounts of
delinquent oustemers., The plan is pothing more
nor less than to sell at publi suction on the Real
Estate Exchange the judgments obtained from the
courts by the tradesmen against cartain of their
eustomers, who bave repeatedly refused to “‘call
and settle’’ thelr accounta.

The svclety numbers among 14" 7130/ AfaaTbers
some of the most fasbionable tallors in the city.
‘The consternation, therefore, among the clients of
thess men at hearing of the contemplated step onn
be better imagioed than describes. Among the

delinquents are many well known in ths oludb,
soainl, busine:s and profossional 1ife of the oity,

The Msrobant Tailors’ Hoolety was organized a
few years ago for the sole purpose of protecting
its members from the rapldly increasing class
of non-paying customers. Provious to its incop-
tion the tailors had no organized system for pro-
teotion agninst “"dead beats’ and “oranks.’” Thesa
latter are finical oustomers who are never satisfied
with a garmient. They are a greater terror to the
tadlors than aven the non.-paying clags.

The first move of the sociaty was to make up &
biack st of the uwndesirable customers of both
olezses. The llet now numbers over twelya thon-
sand namos in New York city slone. An cxamina-
tion of itaffords a painfal gurprise. Mauy of the de-
Inguents figurs prominentiy in the ecity, and ars
commonly supposed to be well able, not only to
drass well, but to afford the luxury of & plentiful
supply of fine clothiing.

Mr. Edwin N. Doll, secvefary of the socloty, in-
formed me ,Tul.ur:u:: that thelr organization did
not aot hastlly in black listing a man, It woa o last
resort only, and never resortsd to -until every
means of collecfing an aodount was exhausted,

If, after boing lsted as a “beat” or “crank,'' s
man refused to pay, legal proceocdings are insii-
tuted and jndgments are obtained £rom the courts,
These the soelety propose to sell at publle auetion
for the banefit of “whom it may eonecern.”
